Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1969 


Vital  Statistics 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  will  stabilise  at  20  or  less  per 
thousand  which  is  near  the  national  average.  The  perinatal  mortality  fell  to  a level  similar 
to  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Still  Births  continued  at  a low  figure,  but  the  death 
rate  has  been  creeping  up  over  the  last  10  years.  Deaths  from  malignant  growths  has 
increased  by  about  25%  since  1968,  but  this  has  in  fact  been  nearly  as  high  as  this  10  years 
ago. 

These  statistics  can  only  be  reduced  by  health  education,  improved  housing,  and 
better  health,  welfare  and  social  services,  because  they  are  a reflection  of  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  community. 


Food  Poisoning 

In  September  we  investigated  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  which  occurred  in  an 
adjacent  district.  Forty  people  became  ill  out  of  a total  of  70  who  ate  a meal  provided  by 
a caterer  in  the  Neath  Rural  District.  Samples  of  the  actual  food  consumed  were  not  avail- 
able, but  similar  food  from  the  stores  was  sent  for  laboratory  investigation  and  swabs  were 
taken  from  the  premises  of  the  caterer  and  also  from  food  handlers.  Suppliers  of  food  to  the 
caterer  were  also  contacted  but  the  results  of  the  investigation  did  not  incriminate  the 
caterer,  although  some  of  the  food  handlers  were  excreting  Salmonella  heidelberg,  typhi- 
murium,  or  montevideo.  The  outbreak  itself  was  caused  by  Salmonella  heidelberg.  The 
meal  had  taken  place  in  a community  hall  and  we  were  concerned  about  the  facilities  for 
cooking  at  such  places.  I reported  the  facts  fully  to  the  Welsh  Office  and  they  considered 
that  all  such  halls  when  used  for  meals,  should  be  regarded  as  catering  premises,  and  they 
should  therefore  come  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960,  and  should  be 
provided  with  all  the  necessary  facilities,  such  as  hand-wash-basins,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 


Staff 


A new  method  of  training  was  inaugurated  at  Cardiff  for  the  pupil  public  health 
inspectors.  Instead  of  training  for  two  days  weekly,  they  attended  for  six  weeks  each  term 
on  a block  release  basis. 

In  April,  Mr.  Charles  Foster  retired  after  a long  period  as  rodent  operator,  all  the 
department  were  sorry  to  see  him  leave,  for  he  had  given  excellent  service  to  the  Council 
and  public,  for  a quarter  of  a century.  I wish  to  thank  him  on  behalf  of  the  staff  for  his  faith- 
fulness and  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.  We  wish  him  a long  and  happy  retirement.  Mr. 
David  Wilkins  was  appointed  in  his  place  and  we  also  purchased  a van  for  the  department 
to  enable  the  rodent  operator  to  traverse  the  district  more  readily,  and  also  for  the  con- 
veyance of  materials  and  equipment. 
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I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  health  department  for  their  continued 
support  and  to  the  officers  of  the  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  also  to  the 
members  of  the  council  for  their  consideration  throughout  the  year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  heat  treated,  but  there  are  six  farms  which 
sell  untreated  tuberculin  tested  milk. 

During  the  year  43  samples  of  untreated  milk  were  taken.  42  of  these  were  negative 
to  the  Brucella  Ring  Test.  One  was  positive  but  the  guinea  pig  innoculation  in  this  case 
showed  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Brucella  Abortus  infection. 

63  other  samples  of  heat  treated  milk,  (47  Pasteurised  and  16  Sterilised)  all  gave 
satisfactory  results  to  the  Methylene  Blue,  Phosphatase  and  Turbidity  Tests. 

There  are  43  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area.

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 

In  May  a new  kitchen  was  opened  at  Blaenhonddan  School,  the  cost  was  borne 
jointly  between  the  Council  and  the  Neath  Borough  Council.  The  structure  and  some  of  the 
equipment  of  the  kitchen  were  already  present,  as  it  was  previously  used  for  school  meals. 
A staff  of  three  were  appointed  to  cook  the  meals.  Better  control  of  the  quality  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  meals  was  possible  after  the  inauguration  of  the  kitchen,  and  the  unit  cost 
appeared  to  be  lower  than  when  meals  were  purchased  from  a private  caterer.  The  total 
number  of  meals  supplied  during  the  year  was  19,982.
